At all clinics, Polio Vaccination will 
be given to all persons wishing it. 

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac- 
clnation taking place every fifth year thoreafter. 

When a child attends school the Health v Jnit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining Immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will be submitted to them. 
There is no charge at these ellnics which are a service of the

The CBC Should Be Sold 

Current Budget of the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation comes in for some sharp comment from 
The Province of Vancouver. “In 15 years,” says The 
Province, “the CBC has grown from a modest little 
tug at the taxpayers’ purse-strings to a fiscal monster 
with an insatiable appetite for subsidization.” 

Away back in fiscal year ending March 31, 1945, 
the CBC had a net operating deficit of only $72,747. 
In the fiscal year 1954-55 grants and allocation of 
taxes to the CBC came to a shocking $27,718,947. For 
the fiscal year 1960-61, Canadian taxpayers are faced 
with the burden of subsidizing the CBC to the time 
of $62,085,000 to keep the government-owned broad¬ 
casting system from going into the red. 

Comments The Province, “We tax-payers have 
now reached the point where we must look over the 
gargantuan creation of our government, contemplate 
its growth and never-ending appetite, and decide what 
we are going to do with it. It is evident by now that 
we can no longer indulge in the luxury of hoping that 
CBC might, by good luck and good management, con¬ 
trive to pay most of its own way. The monster seems 
incapable of foraging for itself in the jungles of com¬ 
merce and can exist only with liberal transfusions of 
public money.” 

As to what is to be done, The Province states 
bluntly, “Only a drastic remedy can be equal to this 
problem. Sell the darned thing. Sell it lock, stock and 
barrel and get the taxpayers out of a terribly expen¬ 
sive business before it becomes a greater burden for 
them. ... In the CBC we have a magnificent op¬ 
portunity to demonstrate our confidence in the ef¬ 
ficiency and resourcefulness of free enterprise and to 
turn over to it a publicly-owned giant that is becoming 
too big for the taxpayers to feed.”

Benefits From 
Tree Planting 

The study of trees and tree 
planting in the Prairie Provinces 
has been carried on continuously 
for over fifty years by the Forest 
Nursery Station, Indian Head, 
Saskatchewan. In co-operation with 
farmers, millions of trees have 
been planted, and their value de¬ 
monstrated for a wide range of 
conditions and purposes. An ever- 
increasing number of farmstead 
shelterbelts have been contributing 
to the happiness, comfort and sta¬ 
bility of farm families. Their mon¬ 
etary value is known to be con¬ 
siderable, but is rated by many 
farmers as of secondary import¬ 
ance, states R. H. Dunlop, Special 
Project Supervisor. 

Properly located farm, field and 
roadside shelterbelts aid in the pre¬ 
vention of soil erosion, and water 
loss from soil surfaces and reser¬ 
voirs. They reduce wind damage 
to seed crops by shatterings 
whether standing, in swath, or in 
stook. The lessened wind velocity 
in the shelter pf the trees has also 
1 educed hail damage. 

Shelterbelts may conserve snow 
well back from roads and ditches 
where It will be most effective In 
crop production, less hazardous to 
traffic and less damaging to 
grades, ditches, and other struc¬ 
tures. Tree belts are successfully 
used in conservation of snow with¬ 
in the drainage basin of dams, 
dugouts, and other storage works. 
They may prevent the reservoir 
proper from becoming buried in 
snow, and the water or ice from 
being contaminated with sifting 
soil. Trees serve to catch snow in 
a manner that will reduce water 
accumulation in areas where it is 
not wanted. 

Fuel posts and poles may be pro¬ 
duced on areas not suitable to the 
production of other crops. A 
shelter or bluff on poplar and wil¬ 
low may occupy a slough, or an 
area situated on a high water 
table, or one that receives extra 
water from runoff. Such areas 
may be too sandy and subject to 
erosion, or too low in fertility, 
for profitable use otherwise. 

Shelter is essential in the pro¬ 
duction of the more tender kinds 
of vegetable and fruit crops. 
Whether for horticultural, cereal, 
or forage crops, the beneficial 
effects of shelterbelts are most 
pronounced in seasons of reduced 
rainfall. Under more extreme 
drought conditions, crops have 
been total failures except where 
trees have provided protection 
from wind and moisture through 
snow accumulation. 

Trees are essential to the nesting 
habits of many birds. Without 
them they lack essential protection 
from other predators and storms. 
Just as the lack of trees or pro¬ 
tection resulted in the destruction 
of bird life in the hailstorms of 
1957 in Saskatchewan, so tree belts 
have often been known to have 
prevented losses of farm livestock 
and buildings from hail and wind¬ 
storms.
